Sr. Peterssure, Nov. 16.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.| Novostt de- 
clares that the financial crisis in Berlin 
has developed a political crisis; that the 
war party has gained the upper hand;

ViENNA, Novy, 16.—Saturday’s panic 
was partly due to the loose talk cuyr- 
rent of the splendid epportunity offered 
by Russia’s present condition, for an ¢t- 
tack upon her by the dreibund in ord>r 
to terminate peace and prevent Rustja 
and France from completing the encr- 
mous preparations that are likely to 
place them on an equality with the 
dreibund.

Little business was done, and the greater 
portion of this consisted of bear trans- 
actions. Russian securities dropped 1 
per cent. South American securities 
however, were firmer. 

FRANKFORT, Nov. 16.—The stock 
market today was depressed. All for 
eign government securities dealt in on- 
the bourse fell ¥4 to 1 per cent, 

Vienna, Nov. 16.—The bourse here 
today was very weak and unsettled. 
Large sales were made in order: to get 
rid of doubtful securities.

Some W. C. T. U. Resolations Adopted and 
Others Rejected—Powderly's Defense. 
Toiepo (O.,) Nov. 16.—[By the Asso- 

ciated Press.] In the Knights of Labor 

General Assembly the first business was 

consideration of the resolutions pre- 

sented by the World's Woman's Chris- 


Woman's Christian Temperance Union.

The assembly declined indorse the 
resolution for the prevention of the sale 
of liquor on the World's Fair grounds. 
The last resolution asked indorsement 
of the prohibition of the sale of al- 
cohol, opium and other narcotics and to 
raise the standard of the law every- 
where to thatof Christian morals. This 
was referred to a committee.

There 
4re thousands of things of vital im- 
portance commercially to the Coast 
upon which no one in the East, no mat- 
ter how well informed, can properly 
give advice to the President. 

Among the many such questions are

“two ships remain loyal to Da Fonseca. 
A number of Uruguay, army officials are 
joining the revolutionary forces. The 
post of commander-in-chief has been of- 
fered to Gen. Astrojillo. He is consid- 
ering it. 

“The revolutionists have occupied the 
town of Itaqui, but the garrison of 800 
men remain‘ loyal to Da Fonseca and 
are intrenched in the arsenal. The 
commander of the Uruguay river squad- 
ron threatens to bombard the town 
unless the insurgents lay down their 
arms. The inhabitants are freatly 
alarmed. Complete anarchy and dis- 
cord is said to exist throughout the 
state. 

‘At the town of Artezas members of 
the National Guard will not fight if 
government troops are sent against 
them. 

‘*Visconde Palotas has opened negotia- 
tions with the dictator's government, 
calling for mutual eoncession. ‘This is 
owing to the tardy secession of troops 
from Da Fonseca’s army. It is confi- 
dently expected that revolt will turn 
out to be a purely local fight against 
the governor of the state. The officials 
generally are not against Da Fonseca.”’ 


EVERYTHING SERENE. 
The Regular Official News from the Dis- 
turbed Repub! 


Wasnineton, Nov. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Sefior Hermona, Bra- 
zilian minister hexe, has received the

Affirm that complete tranguility reigns in 
all states, except Rio Grande, where con- 
flicts provoked by questions pertaining to 
local politics occurred, with which, in vir- 
tue of the constitution, the federal govern- 
ment could not interfere.

THE MYSTERY SOLY ED. 


The First. Street Incendiary 


in the Aet, 


A Second to the 
Stephens Building. 


The Misereant is a Notorious Negro 
Named Rube Daniels. 


In Attempting to Escape He Jamped 
from a Second-story Window and 
Broke Both Legs—A Woman 
in the Case. 


At about 1 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon one of the boldest attempts to fire 
a house that has ever been reported in 
this city occurred at the Stephens 
building, on First street near Wilming- 
ton. This is the house in which a dar- 
ing attempt at incendiarism occurred 
only a few days ago, and which was 
fully reported in Tus Fives. The fiend 
Was not successful, as the flre was dis- 
covered before it got under headway 
and was put out. The police detectives 


have been working on the case ever 


since, but they failed to get a clew until 
yesterday, when the second attempt 
was made, and Rube Daniels, a negro 
well-known to the police, was arrested, 
and the detectives are confident that 
they will be able to make out two 
strong cases against him. 

A few minutes before 1 o'clock the 
landlady of the Stephens block was 
walking through the hall when she 
smelled smoke. She followed it until 
she reached a room in the front part of 
the house on the second floor occupied 
by a negro woman named Laura Clisba. 
Smoke was making its way from the 
door, and the landlady saw at a glance 
that the room was on fire. The door 
was securely locked, but she could hear 
someone moving around on the inside, 
and it flashed through her mind that 
Laura was committing suicide; so she 
called to her. At first she got no reply, 
but after several minutes a man’s voice 
replied: 

“ Yes, Miss Laura am heah, but she 

doan’ want toopen dat doah,’’ and not 
another word was spoken. 
_ The landlady then rushed down stairs 
and gave the alarm. John Groves, a 
blacksmith near by, rushed to her as- 
sistance, and when she told him what 
was going on he hurried up stairs and 
broke the doorin. The room was filled 
with smoke and in one corner Groves 
found a trunk filled with old rags and 
clothing, and saturated with coal oil. 
The fire was inthis trunk and quicker 
than a flash the blacksmith gathered 
the trunk up andthrew it out the win- 
dow to the alley below. By this time 
the fire department and a big crowd 
had reached the scene and a little 
water put out the rest of the fire in the 
room. 

It was known positively that no one 
escaped from the room after Graves 
opened the door, so a search was made 
for the man who replied to the land- 
lady, but he could not be found. 

Someone suddenly remembered that 
a negro man was seen to jump from the 
window tothe ground in the alley on 
the east side of the building, a distance 


of fourteen feet, just before the land- 


lady gave the alarm, and the detectives 
and officers went on a hunt for him. 

He was seen Crawling off just after 
he jumped and the officers traced him 
to an old shed inthe back yard, from 
which place he made his way through 
the livery stable adjoining and out on 
Wilmington. street, where he was seen 
crawling along on the pavement on his 
hands and knees. LHe was placed under 
arrest by Officer Hentsley and taken to 
the central station, when he was locked 
up after his injuries had been fixed up 
by Drs. Murphy and Bryant, for he did 
not escape with a whole skin when he 
made his leap from the window. 

It was found that both legs were 


- 


broken, one just below the knee and« 


the other near the foot. It is the 
greatest wonderin the world that the 
fellow did not break his neck. 

The detectives then went to work to 
discover Daniels’ motive and have 
worked up a theory that seems reason- 
able, For some time past he has been 
in love with Laura, but that young wo- 
man scorned him after the most 
proved style, and he has made all kinds 
of threats against her. 


It is supposed that when he called to. 


see her yesterday he found her door 
open and entered the room. He then 
gathered up all her clothing and placed 
itin the trunk in -one corner of the 
room, after which he took the lamp and 
poured a lot of coal oil over the cloth- 
ing in the trunk andset itafire. The 
landlady disturbed him at this moment, 


and to escape he jumped from the win-— 


dow. 

The girl was interviewed by the de- 
tectives, but she says she was not in the 
house at the time and declares that she 
knows nothing about the matter. 

Daniels refuses to make any state- 
ment, but the detectives are confident 
that they have a strong case against 
him. and as he is the only onethat could 
have been in the room at the time, 
there is no doubt but that he is the 


guilty party.

Internal Revenue Figures. 

The annual report of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue submitted 
last Monday shows that the total re- 
ceipts for the last fiscal-year from all 
sources were $148,035,416, being .an 
increase over thespreceding year of 
$3,440,719. The cost of codllection 
was 2.88 per cent. 

The increase of taxed tobacco and 
snuff during the past year has been 
14,640,884 pounds; increase in cigats, 
387,002,784; increase in cigarettes, 
451,284.080. Yetthe total revenue 
collected on these articles has fallen off 
$1,162,720. This was due to the re- 
duction of tax on snuff, chewing and 
smoking tobacco and the repeal: of 
special tobacco taxes. The total reve- 
nue collected from tobaccoinall forms 
was $3 2,796,270. 

The quantity of spirit® produced and 
deposited in distilleries and warehouses 
was 115,962,389 gallons, an increase 
over the preceding year of 6,686,461 
gallons. The quantity of spirits in dis- 
tillery warehouses June 30th, 1891, 
was the largest ever recorded at the 
close of a fiscal year, being 113,000,- 
000 gallons. 

The Commissioner announces his 
purpose of substituting weighing for 


gauging in ascertaining the quantity of | 


distilled spirits subject to tax. 

The report also contains statistics re-~ 
garding the production of oleomar- 
garine, stating that the gross amount 
produced during the year was 44,392,- 
409 pounds. | 

In the chapter on sugar the Commis- 
sioner details the action of the bureau 
in providing for the payment of the 
bounty authorized by the tariff act. 
The number of sugar producers who ap- 
plied for license is 4906. Their esti- 
mated production is 613,376,380 
pounds, of which 572,403,380 pounds 
is cane sugar. The production this 
year by licensed producers willnot be. 
in excess of the following estimates: 
Cane sugar, 465,000,000 pounds; beet, 
25,000,000; sorghum, 2,000,000; 
maple, 10,000,000; total, 502,000,- 
000 pounds,on which $9,628,750 in 
bounty will be paid.

Grand Jury Assailed. 


Judge Wallage’s Right to Appoint an 
Elisor Considered. 


The Court Patiently Listens to the Law-<- 
yers on Both Sides and Takes 
the Matter Under 
Advisement.

SacRaMENTO, Nov. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Attorney Campbell ar- 
gued before the Supreme Court today in 
favor of Bruner’s petition for a writ of 
‘prohibition to restrain Judge Wallace 
from proceeding under the indictment 
found by tne San Francisco grand jury 
against the Assemblyman. 
The Court announced that one hour 
and a half would be allowed each side, 


and Campbell took up that amount of 


time, and the Court was not disposed to 
enforce time limitation strictly. 
Campbell contended that Wallace 
had had no right to appoint an elisor 
unless after proof that the sheriff and 
coroner were disqualified. If a judge 
could do this, he said, the Czar would 
blush to see it, or else would take out a 
patent on the process, under which he 


claimed the liberty of no citizen would 
be safe. 


Counsel cited a long list of authorities - 


and held many more back, which he 
said he would use in the closing argu- 
ment this afternoon. 

Campbell also attacked the indict- 
ment, claiming that the alleged mal- 
feasance occurred, if at all, in Sacra- 
mento and not in San Francisco, where 
the indictment was found. 


A. L. Rhodes opposed the petition, . 


claiming that Judge Wallace had legal 
discretion to order an elisor to summon 
the grand jury. He was cut short by 
the arrival of the noon hour. 

At the afternoon session Judge 
Rhodes resumed his argument. e 
cited the section of the code drafted by 
Stephen J. Field, John H. Dwinelle and 
Jackson Temple in 1874, in which it 
was provided that a court might in its 
decision and under certain circum- 


stauces authorize even a bailiff to sum- | 


mona jury. The Judge insisted that 
the San Francisco court did acquire jur- 
isdiction in forming the grand jury. 
When a court has jurisdiction of the 
subject matter it has jurisdiction to 
even commit error. There can be no 
excess of jurisdiction that cannot be 
remanded on appeal, The acts of a de 
facto judge or sheriff or grand jury are. 
just as legal-.as those of a judge or 
sheriff or grand jury de jure. 

. When Judge Rhodes finished, Camp- 
bell made a brief neply, reiterating that 
no adjudicated case had been or could 
be cited which shows the legality of. 
Judge Wallace’s method of procedure. 

Garrett McEnerny, who is attorney 
for Senator W. H. Williams, also in- 
dicted, made a few remarks of the same 
tenor as Campbell’s. He claimed that 
Wallace’s method was unconstitutional. 

The case was then submitted and 
taken under advisement.

| Let us take another lesson from our enter. 


prising neighbor and consider hér system 
of land conveyance. 

Under this system, introduced by Lord 
Torrens, and known as the ‘Torrens sys- 
tem of land transfer,’* every land-owner 
has the right to apply to a state official, 
known as the registrar-general, for a guar. 
antee or certificate of title of his property, 
It isthe duty of this official upon receiving 
this application to take certain measures 
prescribed by law, and which we need not 
enter into here, to assure himself of the 
validity of the applicant’s title. If, after 
such investigation, he finds the title vested 
in the applicant, he places on recordip his 
office adescription of the property and is- 
sues to the owner a certificate of title, which 
is indefeasible. 

The great advantages of this method can 
readily be seen. We-would no longer be at 
the mercy of ‘‘title sharks.”’ The certifi-’ 
cate once issued would place thetitle it de- 
scribes beyond a doubt. transferance 
of realestate would be immensely simpli- 
fied, there would be no long abstracts to be 
paid for at each sale. There would be no 
necessity for tracing the property back to 
the time of Noah—we could stop at the State 
certificate. There would be no need of le- 


\gal.opinion repeated at each sale; the cer- 


tificate would-settle all. Under this system 
the Pomona incident wotld not have hap- 
pened. 

This subject has been agitated in England, 
also in Massachusetts, perhaps other States, 
but of course it meets with the determined 
opposition of allthose inany way interested 
in the conveyance of property. 

Why is it not worthy the consideration of 
our State Legislature? Our present system 
is unnecessarily crude and cumbersome, 
anda remedy must be found, and would 
have been, if it were not for the fact that 
so large a number of interested parties op- 
pose it bitterly.

fruit tree planting as follows: 

‘‘Now in regard to the setting of fruit 
trees: I never set an orchard closer 
than twenty féet each way of any va- 
riety of trees. Before setting out my 
trees I prune off all broken roots, being 
careful that the pruning is done with 
a sharp. knife, so that the roots 


are not scarred. I usually set 
my trees one inch deeper than 
they grew in the nursery. On re- 


ceiving trees from the nursery which 
seem wilted or dry, I dig a trench deep 
enough to receive them and after water- 
ing them well I cover them, tops and 
all, and let them remain thus from two 
to three days, which will usually bring 
them out all right, if they have not 
been frozen or injured otherwise than 
from being too dry: After I set my 
trees out in the orchard, I cut them all 
back to auniform height of about eight- 
een or twenty inches, “keeping all 
sprouts rubbed off from the body of the 
tree, allowing only the top branches 
to grow to form the tree. My expe- 
rience in preparing the ground fommy 
orchard is to work the land toa level 
and cultivate in the same manner. 


A. New Vegetable. 
{Irrigation Age.} 

A new vegetable is about to be intro- 
duced to the people of the United 
It is nothing more nor less 
than the root of the calla lily, which 
resembles somewhat in appearance the 
ordinary tuber, with the addition of a 
few whiskers that have nothing to do 
with the case or with the quality of the 
article as an eggulent. However, it is 
more elongated, and when cut the in- 


section of it is more potato-like that 
you would not be likely to distinguish 
any difference. In cooking, it has first 
to be boiled to destroy certain acrid 
properties, aiter-which it may be fried, 
roasted, baked or what not, according 
to taste.

The 
plants grow readily in swamps and so 
thickly that the yield of a_ single 
floodéd acre is enormous, They repro- 
duce themselves by the multiplication 
of their bulbs underground, so that the 
grower has simply to dig up the off- 
shoots and leave the plants to propa- 
gate anew.

It is no doubt a beautiful 
thing to roll barrels around all day on a 
wharf and go frisking up gangplavks so 
fur as honest sentiment goes, but the man 
who.has tried both would doubtless prefer 
at least nine times out of ten sitting in an 
insurance office in a great easy chair per. 
forming no duty more irksome than wait- 
ing for the dinner hour to come tripping 
airily along. 

In spite of all that2poets may say or sirg 
to the contrary, the bank president’s lot 
is a happier one than that of the aquatic 
policeman, who must buffet the river 
waves in the silvery moonlight in quest. 
of the light fingered offender with the del. 
icate touch. Yet capital in the hands of 
one man is often ‘more dangerous than a 
gunintbe hands of another. Some men 
who suddenly became rich use their money 
in such a fashion that in a short timeit 
reduces them to the practice of the gentle 
art of shoveling coal against time at the 
rate of twenty cents per hour. Yet the 
coal shovel in the hands of another inan 
enables him to turn up gold for bimself 
that be may spend his old ageina bham- 
mock, surfeited with the delicacies of the 
season. The millionaire often understands 
the value of a cent more keenly thana 
laborer does that of a dollar, and he has a 
much tighter grip on it all because he is 
aware of the nobility which it undoubtediy 
enjoys.

but we are laboring for money and not for 
mere recreation. We are reasonably gen- 
erous, but don’t always tell the waiter to 
retain the change.

Dr. Rudolph Virchow, the eminent path- 

ologist of Berlin, was recently bonored by 

an unusual demonstration on his. seven- 
tieth birthday. He sat for several hours 


on a platform ina 
beautifully deco- 
rated hall and re- 
ceived the con- 
gratulations of sci- 
entists, physicians 
and statesmen, 
chiefly German, 
but some of the gaagg@ 
former from other “27am 

lands. 

Much of this 
was no doubt due 
to nationul feel- 
ing, and some of. it to politics, for Dr. Vir- 
chow is not only a distinguished and active 
Liberal, but-was the leader of the Freisin- 
nige, or Progressists, while in parliament. 
That party made the day the occasion of a 
demonstration, and Herr Richter, at their 
head, presented Dr. Virchow with several 
gifts. His former pupils also came in a 
Mayor Forckenbeck for- 
mally presented the freedom of*the city of 
Berlin and the physicians presented a gold 
memorial medallion. 

Dr. Virchow (better known as profe&or) 
was born Oct. 13, 1821, iu Schievelbein, Pom- 
erania, and studied medicinein Berlin. 
In 1869 he was one of the founders of the 
German Anthropological society and in 
1873 he became a member of the Academy 
of Sciences. His discussion with Dr. Morell 
Mackenzie is still fresh in the public mind, 
and his error, if error it was, in declaring 
that the pieces of flesh from Emperor 
Frederick’s throat submitted to him did not 
indicute cancer, in no way lessened the 
German faith in his skill. A testimonial 
fund is being raised for his benefit.

Sowing Alfalfa. 

[California Irrigationist.] 

To secure the best results the alfalfa 
needs to be sown quite thinly, and the 
plants when first sprouting are very 
slender and delicate, as ‘well as rather 
slow growing. 
ence has demonstrated that there is 
great danger, amounting almost to cer- 
tainty, of their being choked out utterly 
by weeds and thus necessitate being re- 
sown. By mixing the alfalfa seed with 
barley two advantages are gained— 
first, the process of sowing so fine a seed 
as alfalfa in so small quantity as is 
necessary is rendered much easier and 
the seed is more evenly sprinkled when 
mixed with the larger grains of barley; 
next, the barley springs up quickest and 
grows so luxuriantly that the weeds are 


| almost entirely kept down, and the al- 


falfa is given a chance to get a start. 
As soon as fit for hay the barley is cut, 
the field is at once irrigated, and the al- 
falfa, having thus secured a fair 
growth, thenceforward is bound to do 
well. Actual experience has demon- 
otrated that by this method a ‘good 
stand’ of alfalfa can be more easily se- 
cured, without chance of failure, than 
by any other method, and it is certainly 
more profitable to pursue a plan that 
has already been demonstrated to be suc- 
cessfulthan to make new experiments 
of doubtful success. 


The California Cultivator and Poultry 
Keeper truly says: The neglected fruit 
trees, bot deciduous and citrus. upon 
tracts of land once orchard but now cut 
up into town lots, should receive the 
prompt attention of our horticultural 
authorities.

The Electric Franchise Veto Gen- 
erally Discussed. 


The Mayor’s Action Causing Consid- 
erable Adverse Criticism. 


‘What the Members of the Council 


Think of the Matter. 


Arrival of a British Warship in the Har- 
bor—The Vessel on Her Way to 
Chile—Notes and Per- 
sonals.

Mayor Barber's veto of the ordinance 
granting a franchise to a rival electric light 
company, referred to yesterday, has 
aroused considerable talk here. This is 
partly owing to the fact that a veto mes- 
sage is a rare document in Santa Barbara. 
Generally ‘everything goes"' and there are 
no vetoes. 

Moreover, the ordinance was passed by a 
unanimous vote of the Council, the mem- 
bers of which were completely taken off 
their pins at being confronted with a veto. 

The matter was very generally discussed 
during Sunday and yesterday and the 
majority of those engaging in these dis- 
cussions were ‘“‘arin’’ the veto. 

Those in favor of anew company assert 
that the Mayor's reasons for vetoing the 
measure are nil from the fact. as they claim, 
that itis notthe business of a mayor to 
inquire into the expediency of granting 
franchises to rival companies on the 
grounds that other organizations in the 
same line of business are not paying. 

Itis asserted further that there are small 
grounds for the statement of the Mayor to 
the effect that the stock of the company 
here isowned by residents of this city. 
This ts denied by some who claim that a 
large proportion of the present company’s 
stock is owned in San Francisco. 

Bascom Williams, manager of the com- 
pany here, confirms the statement of the 
Mayor astodividends, He says further 
that his company is ready and willing to 
putin another dyn.mo for incandescent 
lights. 

Mayor Barber, itis stated. owns.a pretty 

large block of stockin the local company, 
but this fact, if it is one, had nothing to do, 
of course, with producing the veto. 
Councilman Sherman was seen yesterday. 
forenoon about this matter and was asked 
if there was a probability that the measure 
would be passed over the Mayor's veto. He 
said: -‘There is no doubt of it at all; we 
were unanimous in passing the ordinance, 
and I can see no’ reasons why we should 
change our minds how."’ 

This will haveto be done by a two-thirds 
vote, as set forth in section 4414 of the Po- 
litical Code. . 

This means, of course, in the case of this 
measure, that it must carry by four out of 
the tive members of the Council voting in 
favor of the ordinance. The chances are 
that not only will this be done, but the meas- 
ure will most likely be passed over the 
Mayor's veto by a solid vote of the Council. 

A WARSHIP ARRIVES. 

Something of a furore was created on 
the streets here yesterday afternoon when 
it was learned that an English man-of-war 
was in the offing. Boatscontaining some of 
the officers soon put ashore and were 
driven up town. They inquired for the 
health officers and were making arrange. 

ments soon afterward to receive visitors on 
board. 

The vessel is a real man‘of-war, and a 
big one atthat. Its name is the War Spite 
and it is on the way to Valparaiso, Chile, by 
order of the British government. 

The vessel has been inthe Bering Sea and 
willleave here tomorrow for its destina- 
tion, after taking on a supply of provisions 
and stores. 

The War Spite is an immense craft, 
larger, it is said, than cither the San Fran- 
cisco, Charleston or Philadelphia. . 

Hundreds of people will probably avail 
themselves of the opportunity thus offered 
to see u great warship and gaze on her big 
guns. The officers were decked out in the 
usual English man-of-war uniforms and

As to Alfalfa Bloat. ’ 
{Irrigation Age.] 

A New Mexico correspondent has 
written the Age in relation to alfalfa 
bloat in cattle. In reply we can best 
refer him to an article on this subject 
by W. E. Anderson of Rocky Ford, Col., 
as follows: . 


‘T find that alfalfa or clover, when 
green, is very heating, and when ani- 
mals have eaten a quantity of it they 
become heated in the stomach. The 
danger from the bloat is then to be 
feared. If warm water can be furnished, 
no serious results are to be apprehended, 
but if cold water is taken into the stom- 
ach, bloating will immediately follow. 

“If they fill themselves up in the 
evening or fore\ part of the night on 
green clover or alfalfa, then —in- the 
morning the cool dew or frost or rain 
that they swallowed with their feed, 
water. Enclose two cowsor sheep in a 
there is no water, and after they have 
filled themselves and become thirsty, 
give one lukewarm water and the other 
cold water, and the one that drinks the 
cold water will bloat and die in fifteen 
minutes. ~

‘Pope. 

Los Anog.es, Nov. 12.—[To the Editor 
of Tne Times.| Before writing a faint 
delineation of the calamities which are 
to come, it will be proper to present 
some authentic evidence just made 
known to me that my interpretations 
are correct. God works out his own 
ends by the instrumentality of man. 

Christ, in response to the disciples’ 
question ‘*‘What shall be the sign of 
Thy coming?’’ answered, ‘‘Ye shall hear 
of wars and rumors of wars. . . . 
For nation shall rise against nation and 
kingdom against kingdom; and there 
shall be famines and 
earthquakes in divers places." 

“They 
must come to pass.’’ as Christ says. 
What does the reader find today? All 
Europe in armed camps, Africa in 
chronic war, South America desolated 
and yet more to come.

Does this look 
like anything that has ever occurred 
before inthe past 1800 years? The 
great final event before the physical 
calamities, and after the gospel has 
been actually ‘‘preached in all the world 
fora witness unto all mations,’’ (not 
conversto.. by any means), is to be this 
mystery. 

“When ye therefore shall see the 
abomination of ‘desolation, spoken of 
by Daniel, the prophet, stand in the 
holy place.”’ 

Then is to begin the devastation and 
destruction. This must be the speaking 
image described by John. 

In studying the methods of fulfill- 
ment I have had heretofore only the act- 
nal statements of the prophetic words 
to guide. But within the past week 
startling corroboration of my conject- 
ures has been brought to me from a 
source I had never known—the analy- 
sis of an able writer in the Chicago 
Herald—Harold Frederic—not af all 
from my standpoint, but from. the pre- 
cise status today in Russia. He writes: 

It was my fortune to get to know several 
people—not Russiags—who see a good deal 
of the intimate side of imperial life, 
and who talked* with a certain degree of 
freedom about its more important features. 
It was not much that they could tell, after 
all was said and done, but it at lasttnrew 
some light upon the baffling enigma with 
which the outside world has labored since 
1881. 

So far as the real government of Russia 
is concerned, the Czar might as well be em. 
ployed in wheeling bricks from one end of 
a yard to the other and then back again. 
Even when one tries to realize what ‘*Rus- 
stan government” is like—with its vast 
bureaucracy essaying the stupendous task 
of maintaining an absolute personal super- 
vision over every individual human unit in 
amass of a hundred millions, and that 
through the least capable and most uni- 
formly corrupt agents to be found in-the 
world—the mind cannot grasp the utter 
hopelessness of it all. The ablest man ever 
born of woman could do next to nothing 
~with it—at least, until he had cleared the 
ground:-by killing some scores of thousands 
of officials. 

Alexander III simply struggles on at one 
little corner of the towering pyramid of 
routine business which his ministers pile up 
before him. Compared with him Sisyphus 
was a gentleman of leisure. 

This slow-minded, mercilessly burdened 
man knows very little either of the events 
close about him, or of the broader currents 
of contemporaneous history outside. He 
had the customary elaborate educatiou 
from which princes mysteriously manage 
to extract so little benefit, and he seems to 
have gotlessofitthanusual. He was a 
man grown before his elder brother’sdeath 
pushed him forward as heir to the throne. 
A belated effort was then made to ingraft 
upon his weak and spindling tree of knowl. 
edge some of the special fruits of learning 
which a future Emperor should possess. 
He was docile and good. His teachers es- 
tablished a powerful personal influence 
over him, the effects of which were after. 
ward to be of such terrible moment, but 
they accomplished little else: 

The prophecies have outlined the 
coming of a personage who is to wield 
mercilessly all the powers of persecu- 
tion by a church system. -Are they not 
described in the following portrayal? 

POWERS BEHIND THE RUSSIAN THRONE. 

But more important than any of these, 
more important thanthe Czar himself, is 
the thin-faced, slender, spectacled man 
who since 1880 has been procurator of 
the holy synod—M. Pobiedonostseff. 

This remarkable personage fascinates 
the imagination. He is as unintelligible 
to the modern western mind as Torquemada. 
Ingeed, one must go back to medieval 
times forevery parallel which he and his 
work suggests. The. whole situation cre- 
ated by-him is like nothing else in history 
somuch as that which Spain presented 
under Ferdinand and Isabella, where the 
influence of aman we cannot now at all 
comprehend persuaded a gentle, wise and 
kindly sovereign to stain her reign with the 
most hideous and stupid of crimes against 


destruction of her country. 

Pobiedonostseff is a learned lawyer’ who 
was one of the present Czar’s tutors in his 
youth. His tastes led him, however; when 
the opportunities for preferment arose, to 
choose the ecclesiastical side of the auto- 
cracy in which toserve. That heisa sin- 
cerely and fanatically pious man, as the 
Greek Church understands Piety, seems be- 
yond doubt. During the great feast of the 
year he retires tothe Sergieff Monastery 
and mortifies the fiesh as vigorously as any 
anchorite, remaining for days on his knees, 
fasting and beating his forehead against the 
stone floor. This does not prevent his tell- 
ing the most amazing and barefaced lies, as 
it did not prevent his coolly persuading the 
Czar to steal Maurice Hirsch’s million 
rubles. His religious fervor contemplates 
without blinking the prospect of 10,000,- 
000 Jews, Lutherans, Catholics and dis- 
senters generally being despoiled, evicted, 
harried by Cossacks and driven like crimi- 
nals from their homes. 

This theory of serving God with false- 
hood, with theft, with shameless treachery, 
with wholesale persecution, has in other 
times possessed the brains of great and 
good men of our own western races. But 


has the same effect as drinking cold | these’men have all been dead 300 or 400 


years; Russia and M. Pobiedonostseff have 
only just reached the point where Europe 
stood when Columbus discovered America. 
INFLUENCE OF THE PROCURATOR. 
Everything is nowadays ascribed to the 


ascendancy which Pobiedonostseff exert4 
over the mind ofthe Czar. In one sense 
thatistrue. The procurator of the holy 
synod had hadlong standing claims upon 
the affection and respect of the new Czar 
when the present reign began. He became 
a trusted adviser; then, little by little, the 
power behind the throne. He grew to 
guide the Czar in the selection of new min- 
isters and officials and inthe distribution of 
honors and of rebukes until the whole 
official world of St. Petersburg dreaded 
him and fawned upon him as Paris did in 
its time before the “Gravy Cardinal.”’ To- 
day the enormous power which he wields is 
exerted much more through thesé eager off- 
cialsycophants, who owe taeir places to him 
and scramble over one another intheir 
haste to carry out his most faintly hinted 
desire, than through direct personal con- 
tact with the Czar.

From the hunting of this almost ridicu- 
lously small and unimportant quarry the 
whole massed pack of Ryssian oMficials have 
excited themselves into a gigantic wil i-jagd 
of heretics and unbelievers all over the em- 
pire. Franzos tells of a Polish prince, 
Czartoryski, who went gunning among the 
Jews of his district of Barnow ‘*‘because 
there was solittle game leftin the neigh- 
hood.’’ There is a good deal of this same 
barbarous lust for blood-letting sport in 
what we are witnessing now.

Unfermented Wine. 
[California Cultivator and Poultry Keeper.] 

Properly speaking, there is no such 
thing as unfermented wine, as wine is 
always a product of fermentation, but 
we give the following method of putting 
up grape juice which we find in an ex- 
change: 

Pick the grapes from the stem, throw- 
ing out all imperfect ones. Put them 
into a kettle and boil, mashing them-at 
the same time, till all the skins are 
broken. Strain through a cloth, then 


put the juice over a fire till it boils. 


Put a wet cloth into a tin pan, and set 
in the jars or bottles to be filled. No 
other preparation is needed for fruits 
of all kinds, as there is no danger of 
breaking the jars. 

Fillthe jars with the hot juice and» 
seal at once. Bottles of all kinds can 
be used. Fill the bottles, put in the 
cork, leaving a quarter of aninch above 
the neck of the bottle. Cover the cork 
thoroughly with melted resin. Dip the 
fingers into cold water and press them 
against the cork, to be sure thatit is 
perfectly tight. No sugar is needed. 
| prefer bottles, as they are much more 
convenient to carry away from home, 
either in visiting the sick or going on 
picnic excursions, and are less expen- 
sive, and can be thrown away without 
loss, andit often happens that only a 
small quantity is needed at one time.

Talk of the Terminal and the 
_ Transcontinental. 


Special Freight-Trains Continue to 
Fly Eastward, 


Still More Excursions are Coming 
into Los Angeles. 


A Southern Pacific Veteran Locomotive 
~—A Special Train of Dried Fruit 
~—General, Local and 
Personal. 


Some esteemed contemporaries, whose 
over zeal isonly equaled by their fund 
of misinformation, will yet succeed in 
hoodooing the prospects of a great and 
worthy enterprise. These papers per- 
sist in making misstatements regarding 
the intentions and official personnel of 
the Los Angeles Terminal Railroad Com- 
pany, thus not only misleading their 
readers, but doing an injury to the 
road, That another transcontinental 
line is bound to come to Los Angeles is 
as certain as the fact that there is 
room for it; but to make, at this time, 
positive assertions regarding the con- 
struction of such a road is assuming too 
much, When active promoters finally, 
do start out to bring about the ‘desired 
connection between Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake City, it will be found, as has al- 
ready been intimated, that existing 
railroads will be utilized as much as pos- 
sible whenever their use can be made 
to save new construction. The most 
enthusiastic friends of the project have 
said that the only piece of new track 
necessary to build would be between 
Salt Lake City or the terminus of the 
road running southward to Frisco and 
a point on the Atlantic and Pacific line, 
a short distance east of Barstow. If 
the road which stops so suddenly at 
Frisco could be used as a link and a 
trackage arrangement could be made 
with the Atlantic and. Pacific’ and 
Southerna Pcific roads for a line to Los 
Angeles, the Terminal Company could’ 
supply the facilities here and hence to 
the sea. By this plan the promoters of 
the project would have no need for any 
right-of-way grants in Los Angeles 
county, and what little ground would 
be needed in the. desert seéction of 
San Bernardino could be obtained for a 
very indifferent song. It willbe found 
that when the matter is so far advanced 
as to have a tangible shape, the coun- 
ties referred to will be asked for cash 
instead of land bonus to assist in: push- 
iug the road through a section that can- 
not supply profitable traffic, to a coun- 
try which can. The Terminal Company 
is not making any overtures to this end, 
and no other organization has yet been 
formed to undertake even the prelimi- 
naries. If sufficient inducements are 
held out to encourage some railroad 
company seeking a Pacific Coast out- 
let, or eastern capitalists who seek 
speculative investments, a‘ road to Salt 
Lake City, and consequently a new 
transcontinental route, can be counted 
on as a certaiaty.

A MAN EATER. 


A Savage Texas Steer With a Record of 
Killing Three People. 

Dover City (Kan.,) Nov. 9.—[Corre- 
spondence.| There isa savage Texas 
steer in the stock yards of this place 
which has obtained the record of kill- 
ing three people, and shows such#n un- 
governable disposition to fight human 
beings thatitis known as the ‘man 
eater.’’ Itcame in witha herd from 
the Panhandle several weeks ago and 
was placed on pasture, but soon devel- 
oped such a savage disposition that it 
wasthought best to have the animal 
sold, and to this end it was driven to 
the stock yards. The steer evidently 
had his own ideas about such things, for 
he made lifea burden to the employés 
of the yards, and has so severely 
wounded some of them that all are 
afraid to go into the part where he is, 
and itis thought he will have to be 
killed in the yard, for no one will go 
into theinclosure to drive him into a 
car. 

The animal isan extra large one and 
has horns which are fully two yards 
from tip totip. He rules the yard and 
dashes madly at any man who comes in 
sight. When he was being driven in 
from the range he threw down and 
killed a horse and so badly wounded the 
rider, William Weaver, that he died 
nextday. While the herd was passing 
along the trail a child was playing in a 
yard, and the steer made a dash for it, 
tossing the child high in the air and 
killing itinstantly. Whentheherd was 
being rounded up south ofthis city the 
steer made a charge through the camp 
and gored the negro cook so badly that 
hedied the same evening. In addition 
to these persons killed the animal se- 
verely injured several head of horses, 
It seems to be without fear of anythin 
and will charge anything that shows 
signs of life except cattle. It made a 
charge at a herder who went inside the 
corral. and he just escaped by climbing 
the fence, while the force of the blow 
of the steer’s head broke a heavy post 
aud tore down several planks from the 
strong fence surrounding the place. 


TURNING WHITE. 


An Old Negress who is Changing Her 
Color with Old Age. 

Kansas City, Nov. 10,—[Correspon- 
dence.] There is living in this city, on 
Bellevidere street, a case which is a 
puzzle to physicians, yet the afflicted 
woman is in no way inconvenienced by 
her condition. Sally Luce, an old col- 
ored woman of about 60 years, has been 
turning white for the past twelve years, 
and is black now only in spots. 
was.born of full-blood negro parents, 
and was as blackas any Senegambian 
until twelve years ago, when a small 
white spot appeared on herarm. Soon 
thereafter other spots made their ap- 
pearance on other parts of her body, 
and then these spots began to coalesce. 
This has been going on steadily, and 
was accompanigad with no perceptible 
change except tothe sight. There has 
been no change of feeling and there is 
no tenderness about the places where 
the change of color has occurred. 

The woman is now fully four-fifths 
white and the spots run together so rap- 
idly that she will, in all probability, be 
entirely white within another year, 
The new skin is nota dead white like 
that of a leprous skin, but is a healthy 
pink like that of a Caucasian, and the 
flesh appears firm and healthy.

The City Council met in regular ses” 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
time and place, every ward being rep- 
resented. 

After the usual preliminaries had 
been disposed of a message was re- 
ceived from the Mayor returning un- 
signed the ordinance regulating..the 
tearing up of streets, for amendment, 


several members of the Council. 

Upon motion of Councilman Innes the 
vote b¥ which the ordinance had been 
adopted was reconsidered, and the 
Mayor’s vetosustained. The ordinance 
was then amended, and upon motion of 
Councilman Alford readopted. 

Another message was then read from 
the Mayor, vetoing 
George A. McLain for $295 for the 


Temple street, on the ground that the 
work had not been properly authorized 
by ordinance, and without a written con- 
tract, or the approval of the City: En- 


_gineer or Street Superintendent; all of 
which was in direct violation of the pro- 


visions of the city charter. 
COUNCILMAN REES ON THE MAYOR. 
Councilman Rees at this point arose 
to reply tothe message. and reading 
from manuscript, proceeded to review 
the Mayor’s action on various measures 


of the Council he had carefully exam- 
‘ined the message’ of Mayor Hazard, 
which was read to the Council last Mon-

ing the fund. Isit possible that a gentle- 
man drawing the princely salary of $300 
per month for wearing the Mayoralty hon- 
ors of thiscity must make a raid also upon 
the emergency fund? Let me quote from 
ordinance No. 575: Sec. 1. “There is 
hereby created a fund, to be known as the 
emergency fund, the money in which may 
be used in the payment of such claims 
against the rgd of Los Angeles as the 
emergencies of the public service may from 
time totime require when the immediate 
payment of the same is of so urgent a na- 
ture as to render it impracticable to obtain 
the money therefor in tle usual way, but in 
nocase shall any claim be paid out of said 
fund that that could be provided for in the 
usual way.”’ 

Now I am curious to know what claim had 
been presented against the city of Los An- 
geles which required immediate payment 
and could not possibly be provided 
for in the usual way, which rendered it nec- 
essary for Mayor Hazard to slip his hand 
into the treasury through this little back 
door. Ido not mean to insinuate dishonesty 
on the partof the Mayor. Iam willing to 
admit that in all probability he rendered 
good service to our city in Sacramento, but 


hehad norighttotake money out of this 


fund for any portion of his expenses, be- 
cause it was notan emergency within the 
meaning of this ordinance. Mayor Hazard 
should have presented the bill for his ex. 
penses in the usual way, and not establish 
such a dangerous precedent for other weak 
mortals to follow. : 

~The Mayor's theory is very good. but if 
all officials followed his line of practice, we 
might be kept busy replenishing the emer- 
gency fund; but I presume he would have 
us understand that only he must exercise 
the prerogative of digressing from the 
strict letter of the law. 

The Herald of this city has reported that 
His Honor says that this McLain demand is 
a parallel case tothe one wherein the Coun- 
cil refused to approve the demand of the 
attorneys hired hy the Mayor in the case of 

Groot vs. the City. He never requested 
this Council to authorize him to engage le- 
gal help. No action was ever taken by this

'thorization for the employment of attor- 


neys to assist the Mayor, therefore it ap- 
pears that His Honor actually sought to se- 
cure payment to these attorneys in what he 
now describes as an illegal manner. and be- 
cause this Counci: would not sanction that 
illegal act he now tries to make it appear 
that we have been just about as guilty as 
himself. We treated the Mayor with stud- 
ied courtesy inthis matter and gave it no 
publicity; it didnot get into the daily pa- 
pers. Butnow we must defend ourselves

The City Attorney reported an ordi- 
nance to grade Wolfskill avenue be- 
tween Sixth and Seventh streets by pri- 
vate contract; also, an ordinance to 
grade Flower street between Twenty- 
eighth and Thirtieth streets by private 
contract, which ordinances 
adopted. 

In the matter of grading Breed street, 
the City Attorney reported that he had 
examined the proceedings and would 
advise that if the Couneil desired to ac- 
cept the street it so instruct the Street 
Superintendent and request him to issue 
a new certificate of acceptance to the 
contractor. This will be necessary in 
view of the fact that some work has 
been done upon said street since the 
former acceptance.

BIDS FOR STREET SPRINKLING. 

At11o’clock President Bonsall re- 
signed from the chair in favor of Coun- 
cilman Summerland, for the purpose of 
addressing the Council on the question 
of proposals for street sprinkling, a 
number of which had been received. 
He stated that the specifications as pub- 
lished were indefinite and parties did 
not know how to bid upon them, and 
suggested the advisibility of deferring 
action and making them clearer. 

Councilman Rhodes replied that they 
were such that contractors could bid 
either by the day, mile or district, and 
that was clear enough for anybody.

IN HER NEW HOME. 


Miss Margaret Scott Finally Settled in Her 
New Field of Labor. ' 

A private. letter recently received 
from Miss Margaret K. Scott of Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, contains items which wil! 
be of interest to her many friends in 
this city. She says: 

At lastI am settled ina home, the-best 
American home inthis city, with Rev. and 
Mrs. Chamberlain. I moved here last week 
just across the chacara from the Boys’ In. 
ternato. (Internato means boarding house 
and chacara meana an immense lot, this one 
with fruit trees, bamboos, etc., in the heart 
ofacity.) This chacara is on Rua de Con- 
solacao. We are surrounded by a mud wall 
about four feet high and two feet wide. 
here and there covered with broken tiles. 
The house 
quenfly the color of mud; a rambling 
“building, two stories high, built up from 
the ground; an uncovéred porch all along 
the front and facing the southeast. My 
room has the sun, an open fire-place anda 
closet, all of which Lappreciate, especially 
the last, for although I've had a good bed, 
I have"had no closet, not even any hooks. 
My clothes had been taken ont, shaken out 
and put into an immense tintrunk which I 
purchased in Sao Paulo. The willow or 
basket trunk I brought with me became so 
infested with roaches while on ship-board 
that I had to discard it. The boys labelled 
it ‘casa da barvtas,’’ “house of the roaches.’ 
It is horrid for a woman to live in atrunk. 
It has rested me all over to know that my 
clothes are in order, tohave my pictures 
hung, and be surrounded in my¥ room with 
home things. 

Meals at the Internato are café from 6 to 
7 a.m., black coffee; at 8:30 breakfast 
with milk just after eating. Let me tell 
you that the coffee is not any better than we 
have at home. You need notthink any more 
that you are getting your coffee from the 
East Indies or from Arabia. It is from 
Brazil. 

At noon, lunch with my young ladies, 
black coffee, bread, butter, cheese and 
sometimes fruit. At 4 we have dinner at 
the Internato, at 8 tea. The meninas peque- 
nas (little girls) sit at my table, as I want to 
get as much Portuguese as possible. They 
are all very helpful. What a struggle to 
get this language! : 

The restaurants make me think of Rome. 
There is one fine one called the Java. Went 
there one evening with some friends and 
had chocolate and hot toasted bread. 
The chocolate was as thick as apple butter. 

Ihave not made a mistake in coming to 
Brazil. There isso muchtodo. I already 


them. Have commensed in earnest to study 
the language.

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~ DOOMED TO DEATH. 
Sentenced Passed on the Three 
Indian Murderers. 


The Execution Fixed for the 15th 
of January Next. 


An Important Decision Given by 


Judge Smith Yesterday.’ . 


Commencement of the Stamp Preliminary 
Examination—Tough Trio on Trial 
for Burglary—Postmaster 
in Trouble. 


In the United States Circuit Court 
yesterday morning the three Indians 
recently convicted of having murdered 
an aged medicine man at the Yuma 
reservation in December last by chok- 
ing him todeath, appeared before Judge 
Ross to receive sentence. 

Their attorney, W. T. J. Rose, Esq., 
moved the Court for a new. trial upon 
various statutory grounds, but the mo- 
tion was denied. The defendants were 
then ordered to stand up, and Judge 
Ross, through the medium of an inter- 
preter, pronounced judgment uponthem 
as follows: 

The defendants in this case, Mo-jan-qua- 
di-ver, an Indian, Chu-dul-en-u, an Indian, 
and Ham-ah-sa-la-nu, an Indian, having | 
been on tne 5th day of November, 1891, 
duly convicted of the crime of murder, and 
the Court having thereupon fixed the 9th 
day of November for passing the sentence 
of the law upon the said defendants, andon 
said Oth day of November, the time for, 
passing sentence having been, on defend- 
ant’s motion, continued to this 16th day of 
November, A.D., 1891, and a motion for a 
new trial on behalf of defendants having 
been made and denied, the judgment of the 
Court now is that you, Mo-jan-qua-di-ver, 
Chu-dul-en-u and Ham-ah-sa-la-nu and each 
of you, be returned hence by the Marshal 
of this judicial district to the County Jail 


of Los Angeles county, Cal., and that you, | 


and each of you, be there confined by said 
Marshal until the 15th day of January, A. 


1892, on‘which day, between the hours 


or 12m.and4 p.m, in. the courtyard of 
taid jail, you and each of you be by the 
said Marshal hung by the neck until dead. 

Neither of the three defendants be- 
trayed the slightest trepidation at the 
reception of this sentence, maintaining 
their stolid demeanor, and left the 


»-eourtroom without showing the least 
feeling. 


AN IMPORTANT RULING. 

Judge Smith rendered his decision in 
the case against Ah Wing, a Chinaman, 
who appealed from the judgmena of 
Police Judge Owens convicting him of 
dealing and playing fan tan on June 12 
last, and fining him in the sum of $100, 
with the alternative of fifty days in the 
County Jail, affirming the said judgment 
in accordance with the following brief 
opinion filed therein: | 

Defendant was convicted in the Police 
Court of dealing the gameof fantan. A 
hew trial is asked on the ground that there 
ts not sufficient evidence to support the 
judgment. I think the evidence sufficient. 
I see no difference between proof of an of.- 
fense of this kind and any other crime; 
that which satisties the judgment and con. 
science, whether circumstantial or direct, is 
all the law requires. Here the defendant 
was found standing at a table on which was 
alayout ot the game of tan. Every fact 
nécessary to the game played for money 
was there; the defendant with the imple- 
ment of the game in his hands, the stick 
and cup, and immediately upon the entry 
of the officer undertook to conceal the evi- 
dence of his guilt by grabbing up the layout 
and money, whichis a strong circumstance 
of guilt. 

In the case of Ah Ton (58 Cal.,) there 
might well be grave doubt as to whether 
the defendant was conducting a game, ora 
mere looker-on, but no such doubt is in the 
case at bar, for he was found with the in. 
criminating implementsin his hands inthe 
very act of pulling the beans from under 
the cup. 

Itisvery true on cross-examination Wit- 
nis Ahble'said he did not see him remove 
any beans fromthe cup, but this does not 
conflict with his direct testimony, wherein 
he swears he was ‘inthe. act’’ of moving 
the beans, etc.. for the evidence gives us to 
understand that defendant attempted, made 
a motion to remove the beans, etc, but as 
s800n as he saw the officer, dropped the stick 
and cup, etc. 


Ithink the evidence is sufficient, and 
therefore anew trialis denied and judg- 
ment below afirmed. 

>. Q@N TRIAL FOR BURGLARY. 

In Department One yesterday morn- 
ing Albert Acevedo, Amos and George 
Abbott, appeared’ before Judge Smith 
for trialupon the charge of burglary, 
preferred against them by Ah Sic, a 
Chinese druggist, who accused them of 
having broken into his store on March- 
essault street on the night of September 
5. and stealing therefrom a trunk, con- 
taining about $800 in gold coin, and 
opium pipes and various other articles 
of value. Assistant District Attorney 
McComas and Deputy Phibbs appeared 
to prosecute the case, the defendants 
being represented by J. M. Damron, C. 
C. Stephens and A. J. King, Esqs., re- 
spectively. 

For the purpose of trial, the defend- 
ants were severed, Albert Acevedo be- 
ing placed on his trial first. Most of 
the morning session was consumed in 
the work of securing a jury, the follow- 
img being finally selected to try the 
case: W. Ashmead, J. Baldridge, L. B.

accompanying that body. The party 
returned to the courtroom at 2:20 
o'clock and the case was then proceeded 
with, Ah Sic-being still upon the stand 
when court adjourned for the day at 
4:30 o'clock.
